The state of dreaming has at all times 
attracted the attention of physiologists, 
and .the study of this subject has 0oc- 
cupied many moralists, Says 4 writer in 
the Paris edition of the New York 
Herald. All or almost all of us dream, 
and for that reason. all seek @ solution 
of.this interesting problem. Dreams re- 
gemble reality so strangely that one 
wishes to find the actual cause of these 
mysterious reminiscences’ or fantastic 
divinations which fatally eseape the ac” 
tion of the will. 

‘We cannot even direct our dreams as 
we wish; they come of themselves, with- 
out any ‘invitation on our part, and they 
disappear without any possibility of our 
retaining them. Happy or somber, joy- 
ous or sad, they always preserve their 
mysteridus origin for us. 

Dreams are, properly speaking, not 
only a direct consequence of the mem- 
ory in repose; they constitute its prim- 
ordial factor.

Well, you should lose no time in 
designing one, for you'll need it very 
soon if we can rely upon the word of 
the, enthusiastic sky pilots who fore- 
gather at the Aero Club’s ezhibit in the 
Grand Central Palace. 

According to them it won't be very 
long before we'll think no more of a 
trip to the clouds then we do now of 
going out for a spin in an automobile. 

They are most convincing gentlemen, 
too, these sky pilots, and the enthusiasm 
of those who have sailed with them is 
contagion itseif. They speak of it as 
the’ “‘new ‘sport,’’ and fairly make the 
Llood tingle with their description of the 
delights of aerial cruising. 

Leo Stevens, short, dark, energetic 
and only 3%, who has built 400 balloons 
and: is résponsible for America’s first 
airship, is immensely pleased with the 
rapid progress the ‘‘new sport’’ is inak- 
ing in this country. 

‘Ballooning is sure to make = great 
headway in the next two years,’ he 
said, looking over the interested crowds 
who gathered around to see the latest 
inventions in airships and balloons. ‘‘In 
a short. while a balloon will net be an 
unusual sight, for the Americans are 
active and interested, and undoubtedly 
will take up the sport and make this 
country the greatest ballooning center 
in the world. 

“Once you make an eacerision vou get 
the craze and want more and more of it. 
The popularity of this pastime will 
grow in much the same manner as that 
of the automobile, for it has the ex-

Mrs. Fleishmann has just 
purchased a balloon as a Christmas 
present for her husband. 

‘‘Mr.. Glidden, the automobile enthusi- 
ast, is also a convert to this sport.

Miss Hill was an attractive woman 
of 30. The sisters said they believed 
the sudden determination to end her 
life grew out of a recent love affair. The 
ther teachers, noticing her altered man- 
ner, left her to herself, while she teok 
her usual strolls alone through the 
woods adjoining the school.

Corn Scorés Advance—Export Busi- 
ness Moderate, Cables Lower 
—Cash Demand Slow. 





Practically all the news at hand being 
bearish Friday, wheat prices sold down 
steadily, and at the close were %c to 1c 
lower for the day. Liverpool cables 
closed unchanged to %d@ higher on spot 
wheat and %d to %d lower on the fu- 
tures. It was a holiday in Paris and 
Budapest, and Berlin wheat closed %c 
lower. Argentine shipments ot wheat 
were 616,000 bu, against 512,000 bu last 
week and 692,000 bu a ‘year age. The 
visible supply of wheat in Argentine is 
068,000 bu, against 624,000 bu last week, 
and 920,000 bu a year ago. The Argen- 
tine wheat market is steady and the de- 
mand quiet. Arrivais from the interior 
are smaller, and the quality satisfac- 
tory. The weather in Argentine has be- 
come more settled and crop prospects 
are of a mbre encouraging nature. 

The present rainy weather is consid- 
ered favorable for tuc crop, moisture 
being needed for the fall sowing ir 
many sections. The movement, 
er, is moderate and most reports stating 
that farmers are unwilling to sell wheat 
at the lower prices. Continued light re- 
ceipts are generally predicted for the 
next week. The cash demand at most 
markets, includingy the spring wheat 
points, was weak, and trading dull, but 
shipments from Western markets were 
fairly liberal and stocks continue to de- 
crease, : 

Private cables reported weakness in 
all foreign markets, and stated that the 


jlatter were buying very little American 


wheat. Chicago and Eastern exporters 
reported bids very scarce, acceptances 
light, and the export business moderate. 
One New York house stated that only 
three load# were worked from that mar- 
ket. The larger shipments and better 
weather in Argentine also encouraged 
the selling, and prices opened %c to Ic 
lower. Financial conditions were prac- 
tically unimproved, gnd this also cre- 
eted bearich~sentiment. 


After the opening prices fluctuated 
very seriously, a partial recovery being 
followed by an additional fractional de- 
cline, Advices from Australia were dis- 
appointing, stating that the recent rains 
were insufficient, and unfavorable ad- 
vices were also received from _ India. 
In the early part of the session, a fair 
demand was in evidence at times, but 
the support was almost entirely pro- 
fessional and was soon exhausted, and 
a sagging marget obtained.

Traders were 
cautious about selling corn in view of 
the unusually small and steadily de- 
creasing supply at most markets, the 
poor husking returns, and the light 
movement, fnd towards the last of 
the sessionYsome good commission 
house buying and short covering set 
in. The small Argentine shipments 
of corn helped, and the offerings be- 
ing very light, prices recovered from 
the early decline, advanced %c to %c 
over the previous day’s close, and 
closed at the high point, and in a 
position.

Oats were very dull, not a sale, or 
even an offer being made. Nominal 
prices at the close, in sympathy with 
eorn were unchanged to %e« higher 
for the day. Cash gats prices showed 
somewhat of an advance, but the 
firmness was due almost entirely to 
the light offerings as the demand was 
slow. Primary receipts of oats were 
1.117.258 bu, against 527,215 bu last 
year, and shipments were 417,195 bu, 
against 593,000 bu last year. Local 
receipts of oats were 105,600 bu, 
against 121, 600 bu last vear, and ship- 
ments were 69,600 bu. Oats clearances 
were 2000 bu. 

Following is the Modern Miller crop 
outicook: Recent ratns have a favorable 
effect on growing winter wheat.

Last Few Minutes of Trading Wit- 
nesses Sharp Recovery From 
Low Points. 








EARLY MARKET WAS WEAK 





Corn Scorés Advance—Export Busi- 
ness Moderate, Cables Lower 
.—Cash Demand Slow. 





Practically all the news at hand being 
bearish Friday, wheat prices sold down 
steadily, and at the close were %c to le 
lower for the day. Liverpool cables 
closed unchanged to %d higher on spot 
wheat and %d to %d lower on the fu- 
tures. It was a holiday in Paris and 
Budapest, and Berlin wheat closed %c 
lower. Argentine shipments ot wheat 
Were 616,000 bu, against 512,000 bu last 
week and 592,000 bu a year age. The 
visible supply of wheat in Argentine is 
368,000 bu, against 624,000 bu last week, 
and 920,000 bu a year ago. The Argen- 
tine wheat market is steady and the de- 
mand quiet. Arrivais from the interior 
are smaller, end the quality satis‘ac- 
tory. The weathcr in Argentine has be- 
come more settled and crop prospects 
are of a mre encouraging nature. 

The present rainy weather is consid- 
ered favorable for tuc crop, moisture 
being needed for the fall sowing ir 
many sections. The movement, howev- 
er, is moderate and most reports stating 
that farmers are unwilling to sell wheat 

t the lower prices. Continued light re- 
ceipts are generally predicted for the 
next week. The cash demand at most 
markets, includinge the spring wheat 
points, was weak, and trading dull, but 
shipments from Western markets’ were 
fairly liberal and stocks continue to de- 
crease, 

Private cables reported weakness in 
all foreign markets, and stated that the 


jiatter were buying very little American 


Wheat. Chicago and Eastern exporters 
reported bids very scarce, acceptances 
light, and the export business moderate. 
One New York house stated that only 
three load# were worked from that mar- 
ket. The larger shipments and better 
weather in Argentine also encouraged 
the selling, and prices opened %c to Ile 
lower. Financial conditions were prac- 
tically unimproved, and this also cre- 
ated bearich sentiment. | 


After the opening prices fluctuated 
very seriously, a partial recovery being 
followed by an additional fractional de- 
cline, Advices from Australia were dis- 
appointing, stuting that the recent rains 
were insufficient, and unfavorable ad- 
vices were also received from _ India. 
In the early part of the session, a fair 
demand was in evidence at times, but 
the support was almost entirely pro- 
fessional and was soon exhausted, and 
a sagging marget obtained.

Chicago 
received 62,000 bu and Kansas City 84,000 
bu. Local receipts of wheat were 53,000

The ealry trade in corn was light 
and prices eased off about %c almost 
entirely inj sympathy with wheat, the 
pressure being light, but the demand 
slow. Cables on corn closed un- 
changed to %d higher. Traders were 
cautious about selling corn in view of 
the unusually small and steadily de- 
creasing supply at most markets, the 
poor husking returns, and the light 
movement, and towards the last of 
the session some good commission 
house buying and short covering set 
in. The small Argentine shipments 
of corn helped, and the offerings be- 
ing very light, prices recovered from 
the early decline, advanced %c to %c 
over the previous day’s close, and 
closed at. the high point, and in a 
position.

corn were unchanged to 4c higher 
for the day. Cash oats prices showed 
somewhat of an advance, but the 
firmness was due almost entirely to 
the light offerings as the demand was 
slew. Primary receipts of oats were 
1,117,258 bu, against 527,215 bu last 
year, and shipments were 417,195 bu, 
against 593,000 bu last year Local 
receipts of oats ‘were 105,600 = bu, 
against 121,600 bu last vear, and ship- 
ments were 69,600 bu. Oats clearances 
were 2000 bu. 

Following is the Modern Miller crop 
outicok: Recent rains have a favorable 
effect on growing winter wheat. Where 
lack of moisture was said to be impair- 
ing the condition of the crop, improve- 
ment is reported.

RILED BY BOODLE TALK 








Have Labor Man Ejected 
From Room. 





The publie hearing on free bridge 
site bills before the Public Improve- 
ments Committee of the House of 
Delegates concluded with the promise 
of Chairman Ferd Warner that some 
bill will be reported out of the com- 
mittee within a week. The free bridge 
bills have been in the committee many 
months and all efforts on the part of 
the people to Induce the committee to 
act on them have’ been fruitless. 

The advocates of but two sites— 
Chouteau avenue and Mullanphy street 
—appeared before the committee 
Thursday, although opportunity was 
offered for the champions of Rutger 
street and Sidney street to be heard. 

Sheridan Webster, representing the 
Chouteau avénue site, produced doc- 
uments to prove that the East St. 
Louis and St. Lowis Bridge and Con- 
struction Co. has the option, in its 
Government charter, of building a 
bridge at Mullanphy street, and that 
the city has no rights there. 

Mullanphy Site Advantages. 

Mr. Webster submitted these docu- 
ments at the conclusion of a long 
speech by Attorney F. A. Wind, who 
said he represented the Central Busi- 
ness Men's Association. “Mr. Wind 
made an argument in favor of Mul- 
lanphy street. He said the bridge at 
Mullanphy street would do more to 
strangle the terminal monopoly than 
it would at Chouteau avenue, that the 
east approach would strike the center 
of population on the other side of the 
ae Wind added that the report of 


engineers in favor of Chouteau av- 
the false hy-’ 
potheses that the Mullanphy asatreet 
site could not be considered and that 
piers could be put in the river south 
of the Eads Bridge. 

The Chouteau avenue advocates con- 
sidered that Mr. Sheridan’s documents 
showing that the Mullanphy street site 
is pre-empted by a private corperation 
fully answered Mr. Wind,
